INCIDENT: On December 16, 2009, Deputies {enc Robert Lindsey were 
patrolling north on Wilmington Avenue, just south of Santa Ana Boulevard. Their 
attention was drawn to the suspect who was walking north on the west sidewalk of 
Wilmington, just north of Santa Ana. The suspect clutched his waistband, as he 
walked, and it appeared to them he was attempting to conceal something. Believing 
the suspect was attempting to conceal a weapon, they attempted to contact him and 
investigate. As they contacted the suspect, he immeciately them and 
removed a handgun from his waistband as he fled. n him on foot, 
while Deputy Lindsey followed them in their radio car. During this event, Deputy 
became involved in a running gun battle, as the suspect fired at the pursuing 
deputies. The suspect, who was apparently injured during the gun tight, fled into a 
residence and was later captured without incident by assisting deputies from the LASD 
Special Enforcement Bureau. Deputy| nd Lindsey were not injured during this 
incident. 


The suspect (Bernardo Fuentes) received a through and through gunshot wound to his 
upper right thigh.

Deputy EE vcs interviewed on April 8, 2010 by Sergeants Albert 
Maldonado and Scott Hill. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
office in the City of Commerce. The following is a summary of the interview, which 
was digitally recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy aic when they first saw the suspect, the suspect was reaching toward 
his waistband. His first thought was the suspect was possibly armed. He did not see a 
weapon as the suspect walked away from them, north on Wilmington Avenue. He said 
both he and Deputy Lindsey communicated with each other that the suspect might be 
armed. 


Deputy aia he drove their vehicle toward the suspect. They stopped adjacent 
to the curb on the northwest corner of Wilmington Avenue and Santa Ana Boulevard. 
He said he stopped the vehicle approximately two feei from the curb and five to eight 
feet from the suspect. As he stopped the vehicle, he immediately exited with his 
handgun drawn. As he exited the vehicle, the suspect turned toward them, and while 
reaching for his waistband, turned to his left and ran south on Wilmington Avenue, 
then west on Santa Ana Boulevard. Depu- dered him to stop running and 
immediately chased him. As the suspect ran west on Santa Ana Boulevard, he 

saw the suspect was carrying a handgun in his right hand. He was 
approximately 15 feet behind him, when the suspect turned to his right. As he 
continued to run, he pointed the gun at him . Deputy» o he reacted 
by ordering him to drop the gun. When the suspect did not drop the gun, he 
immediately fired several rounds at the suspect. The suspect responded by firing two 
to three rounds at him, as he continued to run. Deputy BMM = c as he fired, he saw 
a silver vehicle parked in the street. He ran at a full sprint toward the vehicle, as he 
fired, so he could use the vehicle for cover. He said he doesn’t know how many 
rounds he fired, but he kept firing, until he got behind the silver vehicle. He added his 
backdrop was the empty street, as there were no pedestrians or traffic. 


LA.B. Note: Deputy 2i he ran in the street as he chased the suspect 
who was running on the sidewalk. He said he ran on the street because the 
angle would make it more difficult for the suspect to turn all the way to his right, 
while running, and point the gun at him. 


Deputi 2< the suspect ran into an open gate, stopped and faced him then 
fired one or two more rounds at him. He then ran into the yard area behind the gate. 
Deputi he remained behind the silver vehicle, but could no longer see the 
suspect. 


Dop tA ac he realized his weapon was out of rounds and he immediately re- 


loaded. He began to broadcast he was involved in a shooting and coordinating

assisting units. He said Deputy Lindsey drove up beside him in their vehicle, asked 
where he should go, then moved the vehicle into a position in front of where the 
suspect was last seen. Deputy Lindsey exited the vehicle and made his way back to 
his position. They discussed briefly that Deputy Lindsey would go back to the corner in 
case the suspect made his way to the street north of their location, then east. They 
maintained their positions as they awaited the arrival of assisting units. 


Deputy Robert Lindsey, was interviewed on April 8, 2010 by Sergeants Albert 
Maldonado and Scott Hill. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau 
office in the City of Commerce. The following is a summary of the interview, which 
was digitally recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Lindsey (passenger) said when he and Deputy rst saw the suspect, it 
appeared to him he was clutching something in his waistband. He said ihey were 
approximately one city block (approximately 50 yards) behind the suspect and 
described his actions as walking north on Wilmington Avenue, with his back to them. 
As he walked, he clutched something in his waistband and appeared as if he was 
trying to conceal it. He and Doputy A ormutiostad what they saw and decided 
to contact the suspect to investigate. 


Deputy Lindsey said he and Deputyllforietly communicated with each other that 
they would approach from the rear and Deput: ould contact him first. When 
they stopped their vehicle, they positioned the car parallel to the curb and immediately 
exited. He said Deputy[llloave the suspect a verbal command to stop and face 
them. The suspect, who was approximately 12 to 15 feet away from them, initially 
turned to his right, faced them, then ran south on Wilmington Avenue to east Santa 
Ana Boulevard. Deputy Lindsey said the suspect was still clutching his waistband 
when he faced them and he did not see a weapon. It wasn’t until the suspect was 
running south that he saw him running with a handgun in his right hand. He described 
the suspect as turning to his right and running sideways with the gun pointed in their 
direction. 


next Lindsey told Deputi- would get in the car and follow them as Deputy 


egan to chase the suspect on foot. Deputy Lindsey said he got into the front 
driver's side of the vehicle, backed up and drove west onto Santa Ana Boulevard. He 
said at no time was Deput ut of his field of vision. As he was backing his 
vehicle, he heard 7 to 8 gunshots. He only saw muzzle flashes coming from Deputy 
B.. He said Deputy [fred from the street toward the suspect, who 
was on the north sidewalk. 


Deputy Lindsey said he saw the suspect run through_an open gate and into a 
residence. He moved his vehicle along side Deputy EE ao had taken cover 
behind a silver vehicle parked al nerth curb. He asked Deputy it he was 
OK. When it appeared | not injured, he moved the vehicle closer to 
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the residence he saw the suspect enter. He said he parked at an angle, so the vehicle 
would allow for maximum cover. Once the vehicle was parked, he tactically made his 
way back to Deputy ostio behind the silver vehicle, where he was 
broadcasting he was involved in a shooting. Once he reached Deput 

position, he communicated with him he would move to Wilmington Avenue, so he 
could see in case the suspect fled east on the street north of their location. He 
maintained this position as they awaited the arrival of assisting units.

On January 27, 2011, a request for additional information was made, because there was 
a question by the Executive Force Review Committee regarding whether or not Deputy 
Lindsey had ample opportunity to put out a radio broadcast indicating his partner (Deputy 
EEE was involved in a foot pursuit and subsequently involved in an officer 
involved shooting. It was determined that Deputy Robert Lindsey needed to be re- 
interviewed so that a fully informed decision regarding potential discipline could be made. 
The interview was conducted on March 1, 2011 by Sergeants Albert Maldonado and Scott 
Hill of the Internal Affairs Bureau. The interview was conducted at the Internal Affairs 
Bureau office in the City of Commerce. 


LA.B. Note: The interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. Transcription 
copies of the interview have been included with this addendum. (Exhibit B). 


SUBJECT 


Deputy Robert Lindsey, E ves interviewed on March 1, 2011. Deputy Lindsey 
said he did not put oul a radio broadcast because he dic not have an opportunity to do so. 
He said his concerns were his safety as well as his partner's safety. He was attempting 
to gain cover as he entered the drivers seat of tre vehicle, while simultaneously 
maintaining a visual on both his partner and the suspect. As he entered his vehicle, he put 
the car in reverse, backed into the intersection at a high rate of speed and then put the car 
into drive. Upon driving forward he saw his pariner, who was involved in a running gun 
battle, attempting to get cover behind a parked vehicie. He watched, while driving, as the 
suspect ran northbound into a yard and out of view. He immediately checked on the 
welfare of his partner, who by this time had moved into a position of cover behind the 
parked vehicle, and then continued forward where he stopped and parked his vehicle to 
provide more cover for the both of them. It was ai this time he heard his partner 
broadcasting he was involved in a deputy involved shooting. 


Deputy -indsey estimated, once the suspect and Deputy -02 running 
southbound, it took him approximately three seconds to make his way around their vehicle 
and move into the driver's seat. Once he put the car into reverse it took an additional two 
to three more seconds to drive into the intersection where he first saw Deput ves 
involved in a gun battle. He put the car into drive and although he did not know his speed, 
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tires to screech. He moved parallel to Deputy] to check on his welfare. Once he 
was assured Deput ‘as not injured, he moved their vehicle closer to where he saw 
the suspect run. As he parked the vehicle he could hear Deputy was alread 
putting out a broadcast. He estimates the entire incident, from the time Depor MN 
went into foot pursuit to the time he heard Deputy- -o2ccasting he was involved in 

a shooting, occurred over a 10 to 12 second time period.
